The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

In claim 4, line 1, "The trimmer attachment of claim 1" has been changed to —The trimmer 
attachment of claim 2--. 

In claim 12,, line 1, "The trimmer attachment of claim 9" has been changed to -The trimmer 
attachment of claim 10—. 

In claim 18, line 1, "The trimmer attachment of claim 15" has been changed to —The trimmer 
attachment of claim 16-. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable because prior art fails to teach that the base, of the attachment covers the stationary 
blade of the hair clipper to avoid unintentional cutting by the hair clipper when the trimmer 
attachment secured to the hair clipper, as set forth in claims 1, 9, and 15. 

Regarding claim 1, 9, and 15, Tanaka et al. (4,031,617), hereinafter Tanaka, teaches 
a trimmer attachment for a hair clipper, which has a stationary blade and a reciprocating 
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blade. Tanaka also teaches that the attachment includes means for securing the attachment to 
the hair clipper and a movable trimmer blade that reciprocates in response to reciprocation of 
the reciprocating blade of the hair clipper. Tanaka also teaches that the trimmer attachment 
further includes a stationary trimmer blade that complements the movable trimmer blade and 
the movable trimmer blade reciprocates across the stationary trimmer blade to cut hair. 
Tanaka also teaches that the stationary blade of the trimmer attachment is attached to a base. 
However, Tanaka fails to teach that the base of the attachment covers the stationary blade of 
the hair clipper to avoid unintentional cutting by the hair clipper when the trimmer 
attachment secured to the hair clipper, as set forth in claims 1, 9, and 15. 
It should be noted that a hair clipper and an attachment have been claimed as a single 
combination. The claims that have been considered are directed to a hair clipper and its 
attachment combined together. 

None of these references by themselves or in combination with the other prior art 
cited teach the claimed invention set forth in claims 1, 9, and 15.
